The examination of Tom Shade, 


star witness for the commonwealth in 
the Deni.ery murder trial, was con- 
cluded shortly after the noon recess 
yesterday afternoon and he was suc- 
ceeded on the stand by P. J. Kelly, 
who was in the rear 
room of the

shack some ten feet distant from the 
principals when John 
Rowles was 


murdered. 


Kelly as a witness is almost as im- 


portant

Shade, he being the man from whom trip through

murder and robbery occurred. Kel- 
ly's testimony is needed to corrobor- 
ate Shade in part. 
In Shade's story 


it will be remembered that he said 
Bowles came to the shanty the morn- 
ing of the tragedy in company with 
Dennery and that Shade 
requested j 


Rowles to go and get a keg of beer 
and directed him to get the money 
from his pocketbook in the bookcase. 
The pocketbook at that time contain- 
ed $30, all of which 
Rowles 
took. 


Kelly later discovered 
that all the 


money was gone and when Rowles and 
Dennery returned with the beer he 
asked for and Rowles gave him the 
money, less the price of the keg. He 
said he placed the 
money in the 


•watch pocket in his trousers in the 
presence of Dennery and then stated 
that following the shooting in the 
front room the man who did the 
•hooting «nd whom he identified as 
the "Big Swede" poked his head into 
the room and said to Allen, who had 
him in the corner at the point of a 
gun, "Frisk the fellow with the cap 
on, and look in his watch fob for the 
coin" or words to that effect.
